the COVID-19 vaccine.

e v-safe will also remind you to get your second COVID-19 vaccine dose if you need

one.

WHO SHOULD GET VACCINATED FIRST

CDC recommends giving COVID-19 vaccine in phases, which may overlap:

1a: Healthcare personnel and Long-term care facility residents

1b: Frontline essential workers and People age 75 years and older

1c: People aged 65 through 74 years and People aged 16 through 64 years with
underlying medical conditions and Other essential workers
